Therefore they 
never meant, that the fleſh of Chrift is uni. 
tedto us here on earth naturally and corporal.

FSeconaly, the places of Scripture which 
thoſefathers uſe to confirme their ſaying of aut 
naturall union with Chrift, doeplainlyreach 
in what ſenſe the fathers ſo ſpake.
